Cricket Club 
und to which I have had access, and 
second a collection of scores accounts 
of games, statistics and other matter 
which were collected about ten years 
ago by Br. Hollands, of Jardines, Jt 
wax his ‘intention to write a book 
upon Interport Cricket nnd to Judge 
from a letter I found ho was on the 
eve of throwing It Into book form 
when ho was transferred, I think to 
Shanghai. 


PLAYERS’ REMINISCENCES 


- Whether or riot the book will ever 
bo published I do not know but ft 
acems no pity that there were ap- 

arently reminiscences of Dr. J. 

owson, E.LM. Barrett and Norman

Thanks to tho'rescarch of a gentle- 
man on tho South China Morning Post 
I have been able to date the founda- 
tion of the Hongkong Cricket Club as 
June 1851, and this was the beginning 
of organised cricket in the Colony. 
Fifteen years Jater the first Interport 
Match was ployed, ond, ns it took 
place in Hongkong, I Imagine the in- 
vitation came from the H.K.C.C.
